The division then proceed- 
ed along the canal to Duguidesville 15 
miles from Lynchburg, destroying every 
tock and in many places the bank of the 
canal. At Duguidesville we hoped to 
securé the Bridge to cross the river as 
our Pent’s were useless on account of high 
water. Qn this we were foiled, as both, 
this bridge, and the bridge at Hardwicks- 
ville were burned by -the rebels upon 
our approach. Merritt accompanied 
this division. | 

The third division started at the same 
time from Charlottville, and proceeded 
down the Lynchburg Railroad to the 
Amport Court House, destroying every 
bridge on the road and in many places 


} miles of the road. The bridges on this 


road are numerous, none of them 500 
feet in length. We found great abun- 
dance'in this country for our men and 
animals ; in fact the canal had been a 
gteat feeder of Richmond, and at Rock- 
fish River the bank of the caval was cut 
and at New Canton, where a dam is 
across the James, the guard lock was 


destreyed and the James River let inte. 
the. eanal, carrying. away the bank an@ 
washing out the bottom of the canal. A 
dam acroes the James at this point was 
partially destroyed. Ihave had no op- 
position ; everybody is bewildered by 
our movements; have had no news of 
any kind since I left. The bridges on 
the railroad from Swoops depot on the 
other side of Staunton to Charlotteville, 
were utterly destroyed ; also the bridges 
for the distance of ten miles on the 
Gordonsville Railroad.. The weather 
has been very bad indeed, raining hard 
every day with the exception of four 
days. Since we started, my wagons 
have, from the state of the roads, detain- 
ed me. Up to the present time we have 
captyred fourteen pieces of artillery, 
eleven at Waynesboro and three at Char- 
lotteville. The party I sent back from 
Waynesboro started with six pieces. but 
were obliged to destroy two of the six 
for want of animals. The remaining 
eight pieces were thoroughly destroyed. 
We have also captured twelve canal 
boats, laden with supplies, ammunition. 
rations, medical stores. etc. Commo- 
dore Holmes, of the rebel navy, was
